State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett), State Senator Marc Pacheco (D-Taunton), 
and State Senator Joan Menard (D-Fall River) announced 
recently that the Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester Councils on Aging (COAs) will be receiving a 
combined $37,543 in additional state assistance for their 
programs. 

The Fairhaven COA will receive $20,960 to be 
used towards the employment of a driver and a reception- 
ist. The Marion COA will be using its $6,310 in various 
ways including employment of an outreach coordinator 
specialist to help offset newsletter mailing costs and to 
provide for dues and conference attendance. The 
Mattapoisett COA is receiving $7,379 to employ a part- 
time van driver and provide for mileage, postage, utilities, 
office supplies, and printing and copying. Further, the 
Rochester COA will use its $2,894 to help defray transpor- 
tation, utility and newspaper costs. 

'This additional assistance is vital to helping our 
local COAs best serve one of our most vulnerable popula- 
tions,'' said Representative Straus. 'Also, I am proud of 
the legislature for recognizing and meeting the needs of 
this population and hope that we can build upon the 10 
percent increase for COA budgets contained in the FY05 
budget."

Transportation spilled an estimated 98,000 gallons of fuel 
oil into Buzzards Bay — a federally-designated 'Estuary 
of National Significance' and a state 'Ocean Sanctuary/ 
The spill polluted 93 miles of coastline, killed a recorded 
461 birds, and shut down thousands of acres of shellfish 
beds. The oil spill reduced the habitat quality of Buzzards 
Bay for migratory birds, resident birds, marine animals, 
coastal vegetation and coastal invertebrates. 

On March 29, 2004, U.S. Attorney Michael J. 
Sullivan announced that Bouchard would plead guilty to 
criminal charges related to the Oil Spill in Buzzards Bay 
and pay a $10 million fine — $7 million of that fine was 
directed to the North American Wetlands Conservation 
Act (NAWCA) Program administered by the U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service (USFWS). NAWCA provides matching 
grants to organizations that have developed partnerships 
to carry out wetlands conservation projects in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. 

As a result, on November 18, at Bouchard's 
formal sentencing, the U.S. District Court in Boston asked 
the US FWS to spend all of the $7 million dedicated to the 
NAWCA funds to acquire and restore wetlands in the 
Buzzards Bay Watershed. 

In response to this opportunity, the Massachusetts 
Environmental Trust convened and funded an unprec- 
edented coalition of 25 local, state and national conserva- 
tion organizations and towns. The Coalition for Buzzards 
Bay took the lead in developing a collaborative proposal

to NAWCA to protect Buzzards Bay habitat for waterfowl 
and migratory birds. The project partners sought not only 
to pursue land acquisitions that were near areas affected 
by the 2003 oil spill, but also proposed protecting sites 
with wetlands in areas threatened by residential and 
commercial development that are critical sites for water- 
fowl and shorebirds. A $10,000 grant from the MET 
supported development of the grant applications and 
partnership. 

MET Executive Director Robbin Peach said: "This 
money really could have been directed anywhere in 
North America, but, the Trust grant enabled all of the 
area's environmental organizations to unite in applying 
for the grant funds and make a very compelling case.''

Mark Rasmussen, Executive Director of the 
Coalition for Buzzards Bay said: "With such strong 
development pressure in southeastern Massachusetts, 
opportunities to protect the Buzzards Bay shoreline are 
becoming rarer every day These funds are allowing us to 
take a great step forward in protecting natural areas on 
our coast for future generations and help turn the tragedy 
of the April 2003 Oil Spill into long-term improvements in 
the health of Buzzards Bay'' 

The Trustees of Reservations and Westport Land 
Conservation Trust will purchase a perpetual conserva- 
tion restriction on the 96-acre Chapin White Farm in 
Westport, one of the largest undeveloped riverfront 
parcels on the East Branch of the Westport River. The 
former dairy farm includes approximately 3,250 feet of 
frontage on the river and more than 22 acres of brackish 
tidal marsh which provide vital habitat for hundreds of 
species of birds and marine organisms.

Nasketucket Bay farm is comprised of 39 acres of salt 
marsh, tidal flat, beach, 70 acres of farm fields and 18 
acres of emergent freshwater marsh and shrub swamp on 
the shores of Nasketucket Bay. The farm is adjacent to 260 
acres of land already preserved by the Fairhaven- 
Acushnet Land Preservation Trust (FALPT). Dairy cow 
pasture and corn/hay production will continue on the 
farm's 70 acres of fields. Fundraising for the protection of 
the Viveiros Farm is ongoing. 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust have worked together to pur- 
chase a permanent conservation restriction on the 65-acre 
Field Farm in Mattapoisett. The land is comprised of a 37- 
acre managed forest, more than 20 acres of salt marsh, a 
number of small fields and pastures and 1,550 feet of 
shoreline along Brant Island Cove, nearly the entire 
eastern shore of the Cove. 

The decision of the NAWCA Council must be 
ratified in March 2005 by the Migratory Bird Conservation 
Commission, a U.S. Congressional body, prior to the 
dispersal of the funds.

and then voted to resign a Chapter 90 money form for 
Tallman Street. 

At 7:05 pm, the board met with the Library Board 
of Trustees for a departmental update. The presentation 
was made by Trustee Robert Atkinson with the floor plan 
drawings and the packet prepared by the architect with 
an updated approach to the renovation and restoration of 
the historic building. The trustees felt these revised plans 
are far superior to the original design and will greatly 
enhance the use of the building for better Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) compliance, use of the facilities,

and Brustlin, Inc. (VHB). Mr. Kelleher presented an 
interim report on the project to the board which ad- 
dressed in greater detail some of the areas pertaining to 
the building of the Bike Path. No final figures are yet 
available for the cost. VHB still needs verification on 
several aspects of the project especially land takings and 
legal fees. 

Selectman Andrews expressed concern about the 
situation of the sewer pipe and beach erosion in the Eel 
Pond area, while Selectman Lombard expressed concern 
about the cost to the town after state construction when 
the town is then responsible for all further costs. Select- 
man Collyer wanted to know what the insurance policy 
for the town would cover. These and other concerns 
warranted a further separate meeting with the Bike Path 
Committee which would allow for more ample discussion 
after the Selectmen have been able to read the report more 
fully and investigate some of the questions. The board 
then voted to allow the committee to use the remaining 
$5,000 of the original grant to move the project forward. 

At press time, the board were meeting with

River Water District. Action would require a vote of the 
board.

Canine Diarrhea 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past 
month. He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is 
blood in the stool and he can't always control himself and messes 
indoors. What can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem properly. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding you dog table scraps. If no parasites 
are found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the 
problem, try changing the diet.

7:00 pm by Chairman David Pierce. Also present were 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman Jonathan Henry, and 
Town Administrator John F. Dolan Jr. Secretary Helene 
Craver was not present for the meeting. 

The board first reviewed an outgoing letter to the 
Plymouth County Commission advising that Marion 
recently voted to terminate their participation with the 
Plymouth County Health Group as of July 1, 2005. In lieu 
of this health insurance coverage, the town recently opted 
to join the newly-established Gateway Health Group 
consisting of Marion, Mattapoisett, Carver, Lakeville and 
Southeastern Regional Vocational Techincal High School. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Town Treasurer 
Debra M. Blanchette to sign a bond anticipation note for a 
total $3.42 million at a rate of 2.50 percent for various 
pending projects including the Sippican School building 
project, the construction of a new water holding tank, and 
residential sewer betterments projects. The bond is 
payable by July 15, 2005 and Ms. Blanchette noted this is a 
temporary bond in anticipation of both state reimburse- 
ment and forthcoming tax revenues. 

The board unanimously voted to sign and ap- 
prove the bond anticipated note as presented by Ms. 
Blanchette.

Habicht at their last meeting. 

Selectman Henry had some questions and sug- 
gested changes for the new document, including: ensur- 
ing that all regular EMS meetings comply with the Open 
Meeting Law, the lack of a disciplinary hearing for an 
EMS member being considered for action or dismissal, 
and the lack of a stipulated source of funding for certain 
EMS functions. 

"I certainly think Selectman Henry has raised

I just came from a School Council 
meeting ... (which is) made up of an equal balance of 
teachers, parents and community members. Meetings are 
held on a monthly basis and community input is always 
welcome. One of the goals of the council is to develop a 
five-year School Action Plan."

According to Chairman Grosart, "standards- 
based education is alive and well at Sippican School.'' 

"The assessment tools that we have — especially 
MCAS — provide incredible amounts of data," Ms. 
Grosart said. "It gives us analysis by what they call 
strands: for instance, adding decimals. That allows the 
staff to look at what they're doing, look at what they're 
teaching, and find out how to do better." 

Dr. Cooper then addressed some important issues 
which he felt needed attention over the next year. "We 
need to discuss at some point what are capital and what 
are maintenance (needs)," Dr. Cooper said. "All in all, the 
(Sippican School) building is in real good shape and it 
should be — it's new. But we're anxious to keep the 
building 'new' for as long as we can." 

Ms. Grosart added they now have a beautiful 
playground facility at Sippican School and they are also 
working on a student garden being planned for the area 
near the Elizabeth Taber Library. The garden was re- 
quested by outgoing Principal Mary Lou Hobson in lieu 
of a more personal memorial, to be dedicated to the four 
students who died during her 14-year tenure at Sippican 
School. 

"We do, however, have a whole new group of 
mandates called 'No Child Left Behind' that we have to 
deal with," Ms. Grosart said. "By 2014, all students must 
fall within a specific test range. We support high stan- 
dards and high expectations ... but we're unhappy that

many states are giving in and (dumbing down the tests) 
to comply with 'No Child Left Behind/ Unfortunately, all 
these mandates come with no money to support them, but 
we're struggling through it/' 

As for ongoing school budget concerns. Select- 
man Jeffrey echoed the sentiments of School Committee 
members. 

"So much emphasis is put on the (school) budget 
since it is such a large component of the town's (annual) 
budget ... but I just can't emphasize the mandates 
enough," Selectman Jeffrey said. "When (they) are 
funded, over time it becomes less and less. The only way

something else. A good example is transportation. Origi- 
nally it was funded at 80 percent, but then it went down 
to 40 percent. When we talk about level-funding, other 
(town) departments don't have the mandates that the 
school has.'' 

The board next unanimously voted to appoint 
Charles R. Smith and Benjamin Gushing as members of 
the Marion Council on Aging (COA). 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dolan discussed a potential 28-unit Chapter 40B develop- 
ment being proposed for River Road. Mr. Dolan sug- 
gested scheduling a meeting to review these proposed 
plans at a future date and also updated the board on the 
Water Tower construction project and pending Requests 
for Proposals (RFPs) which are moving forward.

the snow, so the scouts make do in the rain, mud, slush, or 
even just frozen ground. During the Klondike Derby, 
scouts from troops all over the SouthCoast region com- 
pete in round-robin events that test scouting skills such as 
knot-tying, cooking, and first aid, all while towing their 
very own dog sled.

Elektra. Starring Jennifer Garner and Goran 
Visnjic. Directed by Rob Bowman. Running 
time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Mourning may become Elektra, the angry and traumatized 
assassin from 2002's Daredevil who's now getting her own movie, 
but it doesn't really become Jennifer Garner. As she showed in last 
spring's charming 13 Going on 30, Garner is a gifted, unself-con- 
scious comedienne, effortlessly likable and endearingly klutzy — 
notes she doesn't get to play that often on her show Alias, and never 
at all in Elektra. Unquestionably, Garner has the physicality and 
focus to play Elektra Natchios, who kills seasoned, ninjas as if 
swatting flies. But it's kind of like watching Bruce Willis when he 
shuts down his personality for one of those brooding action things 
he does for the money every couple of years: You know he has the 
range, but you wouldn't know it from those movies. Garner is 
simply too friendly a presence to look comfortable as an ice-hearted 
hired killer. 

That said, Elektra — a much better movie than the majority of 
critics would have you believe — makes Garner's repressed hu- 
manity work for the film. At the start, Elektra is polishing off bad 
men for big money (the movie, like all movies about sympathetic 
assassins, subscribes to Martin Blank's dictum "If I show up at your 
door, chances are you did something to bring me there"). She's not 
happy about it, or about anything else: she seems to spend her blood 
money on fresh brushes to scrub her floor. The movie devotes a 
surprising amount of time to Elektra's psyche, including a domi- 
neering dad who made her do swimming exercises, a murdered 
mom, and a bad case of OCD that compels her to count her steps and 
line up her fruits and vegetables ;ms^ so. Between Elektra, Howard 
Hughes in The Aviator, and Tony Shalhoub on TV's Monk, obses- 
sive-compulsives sure are getting an attractive face forward lately. 

In any event, a movie like this demands that Elektra have a 
change of heart, and when she meets a family next door — widower 
dad Goran Visnjic and his spunky daughter Kirsten Prout — we 
may guess correctly that they are her next assignment, and that she, 
seeing herself in the girl, will balk at killing them and incur the 
wrath of whoever wants them dead. Soon enough, Elektra is 
protecting dad and daughter from The Hand, a group of martial- 
arts supervillains withneato-keen powers: Tattoo (Chris Ackerman), 




for instance, sends animals out from his skin art to spy for him, and 
Typhoid (the half-Norwegian half-Malaysian model Natassia 
Malthe, an exotic mix if ever there was one) can kill things just by 
gesturing in their general direction. 

Elektra is one of two comic-book creations this year to be fitted 
for the screen from the work of Frank Miller; April's Sin City is the 
other. Miller created Elektra as an old flame and sometime enemy 
of the blind superhero Daredevil, and she grew from there into 
Miller's satire of bad-ass ninja babes in Elektra: Assassin (which, if 
adapted by Oliver Stone in his splintered Natural Born Killers/JFK 
mode as he was reportedly considering about ten years ago, 
would've been one hell of a ride). What's missing in this Elektra is 
a certain sense of play and imagination; if you're going to devise 
such outrageous villains for Elektra to battle, why can't she do away 
with them by more colorful methods than throwing a sai at them or 
dropping a tree on them? 

My favorite character from Miller's older Elektra stories was 
always Stick, the blind, crotchety guru who trained her and then 
cast her out because she needed an anger-management course or 
two. Terence Stamp embodies Stick as well as anyone I can imagine, 
and if anyone deserves a spin-off from this spin-off it's Stamp, who 
bizarrely seems to have aged from the androgynous Billy Budd in 
his film debut 33 years ago into someone who's perfectly credible 
as a gnashing Cockney killer in The Limey and, here, a guy who 
seems equally at ease knocking pool balls around and pinning the 
muscular Jennifer Garner to the same pool table. It's Stick who 
brings the once-dead Elektra back to life (since she died in Dare- 
devil), and it's Stamp who brings Elektra to life when it flags. As for 
Garner, once Elektra thaws out a bit and is allowed to show emotion 
towards the girl. Garner is on firmer ground and can safely drop her 
dead-affect assassin voice and act. But I'd still like to see her in as 
many romantic comedies as she has the stomach for.

• "Crossing the Arctic Ocean for Science and 
Navigating to the Ends of the Global Ocean" with 
Lawson Brigham - January 25, 2005: 

In July and August 1994 two polar icebreakers, the 
United States Coast Guard Cutter (USCGC) Volar Sea and 
the Canadian Coast Guard Ship (CCGS) Louis S. St. Laurent, 
crossed the Arctic Ocean from the Bering Strait to the North 
Pole and to the sea ice edge north of Svalbard. The key 
scientific findings mark the Arctic Ocean Section Expedi- 
tion as one of the significant voyages in the 20th century.
